Supreme Court Deciaion— The Negro 
Eligible to Office. 

Atlanta, June 15. — The 8apreine Court of 
Bcotgia to day rendered a decision that the 
negro is eligible to office. Judges Brown and 
M.-Coy in favor and Judge Warner dissenting. 

Judge McCoy held that tbe 8tute was without 
civil govcnimeut before the convention that 
made the present constitution; that tbe blocks 
and whites participated in getting up the con- 
vention and framing tbe constitution, and it 
was against its spirit to exclude blacks or 
whites from the privileges unless expressly 
prohibited.' 

Judge Brown claimed that the fourteenth 
amendment forbids anytiody Ixring deprived 
of itsprivllges, and as the cade gives citi- 
zens the right to hold office, and tbe consti- 
tution makes him a citizen and does not for- 
bid him to bold office, it was not toe intentloD 
of toe law to break tbe fourteenth uinend- 
ment and deprive tbe n^;ro of his rights. 

Judge Warner held that the negro was a 
new political creature In the body politic; 
that he must hold office by special enact- 
ment; that tbe code which definea the powers 
of citizens was euacsed before the negro be- 
came a citizen, and therefore it did not apply 
to lilm; that be did not have the right to hold 
office under tbe comman law nor by statne 
since be was made a citizen; but tbe convcR- 
tion voted down toe proposition to make him 
eligible tote office, and antil he was es- 
pecially authorized to hold office he was ineli- 
gible.

FINANCIAL KEFOKN AMbOCl ATIOJI. 

Propoae*! PImu of Operatlans. 

To the Louitsi'iUe Public: 

The times are out of joint. Huge mis- 
takes have been made ’oy our financial pol- 
iticians, and all is confusion. No two of 
the leaders of either party seem to be 
agreed upou any plan of finance, and no 
plan that has been placed before the pub- 
lic by either of them seems to meet with 
general favor, nor, indeed, i.s there any 
one of them that Is not marked bj' fatal 
defects. 

The plan which has met with general 
favor in thi.s community, and indorsed by 
almost the entire Louisville press, solves 
all the difficulties of the situation, and it 
18 lielieved that it might stand a good 
chance of success in Congress, if it could 
first be agitated and thoroughly di.scussed 
in the principal cities aud towns of the 
I nited States, .so as to secure anything 
like unauiiulty on the subject throughout 
the country. The plan is one which 
comes in no conflict with either party, 
and, indeed, would lead to no contest with 
the banks. It claims to be strictly scien- 
tific, and is based on the following princi- 
ples, which cannot be overthrown; 

1. The 011I3' true test of the right volume 
of currency is the yeueral rate of in- 
ter ext. 

2. To a perfect sj'stcm of paper money 

two things are required: First, the per- 

fect solvency of the maker, and sec-ondly, 
that it shall be redeemable' in coin. 

3. It is quite as important for a govern- 
ment to have a.s full control of its issues 
of paper money as of its coin, and no 
paper money should l>e allowed but that 
is.«.ued by the government. 

4. During specie puyment.s with United 
States notes, no more coin will be drawn 
than enough to supply the legitimate coin 
demand, without any reference at all to 
the amount of paper out, whether it be 
one hundred millions or twenty-five hun- 
dred millions. 

5. If it shall require an amount of cur- 
rency equal to the whole national debt in 
order to bring down the general rate of 
intere.st as low as in Europe, the govern- 
ment should i.s.suc that amount, and thus 
place the whole debt permanently without 
interest, by which ineaus all the internal 
taxes may soon be taken off. 

6. By so constructing the tariff as to 
prevent the drainage of gold to other coun- 
tries (as is done by all other great nation.s 
hut this), the quantity of coin niaj' be reu- 
.'ioiiably e.xpectod to increase each year, 
even mulor .-iiecie pa.vments. 

Resulting from these principles is the 
following 

. PI.AX OF kinanuk: 

Make ihc greenbacks good money bj' 
coming to .'pecie payments and then pay 
bonds and stop the interest. The coin 
thus saved will enable the government to 
sustain ^ccie pav inents. The debt, or so 
much of it as can be used as currency,

interest, until the general rate of iutere.it 
throughout the country shall fall 
l>clow 2j to 3 per cent.; when 
bonds may he issued at stich low rates 
to such )>ersons as can find no 
lietter use for their fund.s. If the amount 
of cmTcncj- equal to the whole debt should 
j be insufficient to bring dowa the general 
rate of interest to the desired i>oint— .say 
three to five per cent, throughout the 
country — the go\Trnment should purcha.se 
State lionds. improve rivers, and construct 
or aid other public works, until the amount 
of currency shall he sufficient; and it shall 
adopt such rules in regard to specie pay- 
ments as to prevent forever hereafter a 
general suspension. It must al.so provide 
against the drainage of coin to other coun- 
tries. The internal revenue taxes, being 
ncedlc.ss, may soon be taken off, leaving 
the government to be sustained, as hereto- 
for«', by iuiiKirt duties. 

This plan, or oueof similarimport, based 
upon the above impregnable positions, if 
at all feasablc, would bring almost Instant 
relief to a suffering people and prove of 
incalculable public benefit. This will be 
made evident from the following startling 
and somewhat curious re.sults, which must 
inevitably follow from the above position: 

1. Should it be found that we need as 
currency an amount e«]|nal to the whole 
national debt, or about tour times what we 
now have, the vast sums of coin which we 
have paid as interest on the bonds, about 
one thousand millions, might nearly as 
well have been thrown into the sea. 

2. That the issue of bonds wa.« an entire 
mistake, since the government could have 
ba^owed all it needed without interest, 
owing to the accidental deficiency of cur- 
rency. 

3. That the depreciation of the green- 
back currency was the result of grout mi.s- 
takes, making the debt double what it 
should ha VO been. 

^ 4. That the pre.sent stagnation, hard 
timo.s, general distre.s.s, numberless bank- 
ruptcies and enormous taxation have 
arisen mainly from the gross mistakes of 
our “so-called.” 

5. That there are scientific and satis- 
factory reasons why the national debt 
shoiiid not be paid, except by I»eing 
placed in currency — the true intere.st of 
both debtor and creditor requires that it 
must not be paid. To draw In the green- 
Itacks by taxation and destroy them, as 
has been often proposed, would 
leave us without a good 
currency and expose us again to 
the tender mcreic.s of banks of issue by 
which the people have lost hundrcd.s of 
millions. It will bo enough to so place 
the debt that any' holder of notes can 
draw coin when he pleases. 

6. The tariff has been constructed on 
entirely erroneous principles. It has not 
enough of free trade, has the most mis- 
chievous protection — the protection of 
monopolies — without cither protection of 
our industry or protection of our coin 
from going abroad. We need a '‘^Judicious 
tar if.’ 

7. One seventh of the coin now fooled 
away would enable the government to 
sustain specie payments with any desireil 
amout of currency, since it is known that 
the legitimate demand for coin for home 
uses in thi.s country is less than twenty 
millions annually. 

It is proposed to attempt to raise the 
means to print some docniuenta for circu- 
lation, particularly an article that ap- 
peared in the Louisville Journal about 
two years ago, in which this plan was 
fully discussed; and that measures he 
taken to inaugurate a general financial 
reform movement throughout the country. 
By the general diffusion of correct views 
on this subject, by a judicious and prudent 
discussion of the subject, in which the fab 
lactea which have led to such ruinous 
mistakes in the financial management at 
Washington, shall be duly exposed, may 
we not hope to seenre euch a uniformity 
in the character of the petitions sent to 
Congress next winter from the various 
sections of the nation, with such an over- 
whelming public sentiment as to lead to 
favorable action? 

It is desired now to ralae about one 

hundred and fifty to two hundred dollars, 



and it is probable that one hundred more 
will be Louisville’s full share of the work 
for this year. If the measure cannot be 
carried ne.xt winter, it must be for its 
friends to determiue whether to continue 
the agitation, so as to secure if jiossible 
our object the ne.xt winter in the next 
Congress. Or shall we continue the wil- 
ling slaves of Shylock? Shull the great 
]>ublic distress be prolonged with no effort 
made to provide a remedy. 

Ihere can be no good ground for the 
general belief that our public men in power 
have been bribed to inaugurate or contin* 
ue in their present policy, since Shylock 
always finds it far easier and cheaper to 
deceive, mislead and decov legislators, and 
others engaged in directing public opin- 
ion, than to buy them. They have been 
blinded by his fallacies framed for this 
very purpose; and there i.s good reason for 
believing that, owing to the general public 
discontent, if for no other reason, the ma- 
jority of the Congress would be glad to be 
shown some feasible plan of escaping from 
the wilderness of their financial difficul- 
ties. 

On resumption of specie payments, it is 
so clearly the true interest of the national 
bunks to withdraw their circulation, that 
very little opposition can be cxx>cctcd 
from them. Then, all legitimate bankers 
admit that, while a large volume of cur- 
rency tends to a lower rate of intere.st, 
the amount of their deposits aud discounts 
being greatly increa.scd, will enable them 
to make as good dividends as they have 
generally done under a more contracted 
circulation or higher rates. Bankers arc 
human, aud many of them are getting 
heartily tired of turning away daily their 
good cu.stomers, having prime paper, into 
the street to be devoured by “sharks.”

Meeting of Committees Yesterday. 

A .MEET1.\G O.Y THE 3 1st. 

Last evening. In accordance with announce- 
ment, there was a meeilng of the committees, 
recently appointed to take action In reference to 
the grand Commercial Conventton to bo held In 
this city next October, in the counting-room of J. 
V. Cowling, on Main street. Blanton Duncan, 
Eaq., brleUy alluded to tho objects of the meeilnK, 
adding that the Fluance Committee should be 
first organized, and, it deemed necessary, ad- 
ditional names added, so as to be sure to make It 
cffectlTe. 

Mr. F. 6 . J. Ronald was called to the chair, 
when Mr. John Barbee offered a series of reaoln- 
ilons, which, after being read, caused considera- 
ble dtscusaloo, and various amendments were 
proposed. 

Tde meeting was large, nearly all the members 
of the General Committee, the Finance, and other 
committees l>elng present. The various amend- 
ments and resolutions proposed were acted upon, 
and a substitute for the resolutions of Mr. Barbea 
was rej -cted. .\ftcr this, upon the motion of Dr.

Blunders and errors of the City Ceimell 
shall not exempt from payinenu by property 
owners after work has been done, but they «haU 
all be corrected by appropriate orders of the 
court where suit may be pending to do Jaetlce to 
all partle.'i; and the city shall not be reqntt^ to 
pay tnterek, having the a ame enforced against 
the property blndliig on the Improved street- 
see new charter, sec. 42. 

This will satisfy all Just persons, and save at 
least half a million yearly to the city.

I iiwiliiri' are to be given out to the lowess bidder, 
and pnm for by n tax upoa the distrlet, and can- 
not be npplled to any other jwrpoar.
